William Pisher who was born in London, England, in the year 1711 was 
about six feet high, slender in form, with blue eyes and was a very handsome 
man. He followed the mercantile business in itussia, and was afterwards a 
ban«xer in London. He was married when twenty-seven years old to Llizabeth 
Cherriton who was bora in England descended of a good family by the name of 
Dagg (of Cornwall) who possessed a fortune. She was small in form--in person— 
with black eyes. It was from the fauily of Dagg, I suppose, came the coat of 
arms of Three Nuns--with the crest of a lion rampant with a bloody hand. 

The crest was on Wm. Fisher plate. ily grandfather's seal was descended 
to me from my mother. She died about 1770. Her husband Wm. Fisher died 
about 1789. ‘They had three children, Mary who was born about 1750 was of 
the middle size, had blue eyes, dark hair and was very handsome. She was 
well educated, intelligent, and accomplished, and of wealthy parentage. 
Elizabeth who was the second child was tall, had black eyes, was well 
educated, accomplished and remarkably intelligent. She was born in 1752 
and died when 27 years old. The child who was a son died during infancy. 


Jobe Ruston was born in England, He had three wives. The maiden name 
of the first was Mary Baker. The names of the others unknown now, He had 
by his first wife eleven children all of whom died young excepting four, 
Thomas, Sarah, John, and Louisa. Thomas was born in Chester County, Pa., 
America, about 1743. ‘‘e was five feet nine inches high, well educated, ac~ 
complished in his manners and very handsome. lig studied medicine in 
Philadelphia under Dr. Bond, and eminent physician of that city and graduated 
at Edinburg, Scotland. Settled in London where he practiced medicine and 
became acquainted with Mary Fisher to whom Dr. Ruston was married about the 
year 1772. ‘They had a child Mary born Nov. 27th 1778, Charlotte 27th March 
1780, Thomas 1787, besides 4 sons who died before they were seven years old. 
Mary Ruston was married to Wm. Harrison. She was of common size--dark hair, 
blue eyes, of a fine form--elegantly educated, and accomplished in every 
respect. Married in 1795. They had a son Fisher--born 1796. Charles 
Harrison, 1800. Mary was afterwards married to John Vheeler in 1807 and 
had Mary Wheeler their first daughter in 1808. John born 1810. Mary Ruston 
Harrison Wheeler died « Mary Fisher Ruston, wife of Dr. Ruston died in 
1797. Or. Thomas Ruston died in 1804 in Philadelphia. 


In 1799 Charlotte Ruston aged 19 the daughter of Dr. Ruston (she was born 
in England) was married in West Chester, Pa., to Richard M. Hannum, son of 
Col. John Hannum of the American fievolution, Richard 23 years of age when 
married. lizabeth their first daughter born in West Chester, Pa., 24th 
July 1800, died 15th Sept. 1801. Henry Hannum was born in West Chester on 
2nd May, 1802, Fisher Ames Hannum in West Chester Nov. 8, 1803, Mary Fisher 
in Tennessee Feb, 19th 1806.

William Fisher born in London, England, in 1711 and died 1789, First 
was merchant, afterwards Benker in London, Ue married Elizabeth Cheriton, 
descendant of the family of Dage of Uornwall. She was an only child & pos» 
sessed a fortune. She died 1779, They left two daughters, Mary & Elizabeth. 


RUSTORS 


Jobe Ruston was born in England, He married Mary Baker of England, They 
emigrated to America & settled in Chester County, Pa., where he was a wealthy 
& influential man. They left four children, Thomas, Sarah, John & Louisa, 
Thomas was born in 1743 and died 1804, was educated, studied medicine with 
Dr. Bond in Phil., graduated at Edingburg, Scotland, settled in London, Eng., 
where he met Mary Fisher to whom he was married in 1772. They had three children 
Mary born Nov. 27th 1778, Charlott born 1780 & died in 1650, Thomas born 1787 
& died 1847. JI think the children were all born in England, They came 
to America & settled at Philadelphia. They brought 40,000 gueanis ($250,000) 
with them and lived elegantly. te rushed into speculation & through the 
rascality of a trusted agent was made bankrupt. The agent, a man by name of 
Tenah Coxe, ran off with money, papers, etc. Slow transportation & unsettled 
state of the country, Pr. Thomss Ruston could not find him or recover his 
papers etc. during his life.

Mary Ruston the eldest daughter married a refined gentleman, Wm, Harrison, 
They had one son, Ghas. Harrison, who was very talented, studied law & 
located in S. W. Va., especially to look after those lands. te became en- 
gaged in some personal difficulties & went to Vicksburg, Miss., where he 
‘died unmarried. All of his personal effects were lost. Papers which would 
be very valuable. Coat of Arms of the family "Three Nuns", crest & seal, 
A lion rampant with a bloody hand, His death occurred after my father,s, 
Dr. H. Hannum's, which was 1845. After the death of Wm. Harrisoh, krs. 
Harrison married John Wheeler, a rough boorish Englishman who nade her miser- 
able & squandered her property. They had one daughter, Mary, who married 
‘Uriah Penny----a lawyer, who has interested hinself in the vast estate & 
has recovered some of it. His son Chas. is also a lawyer & between them 
they have collected a large quantity of papers, etc., of 4mportance on this 
subject. Uriah P. is dead. C. Penny-- knows the trandsons of Tench Coxe, 
Brinton & Eckley Coxe & has seen himself sixty tin boxes full of Dr. T. 

Also saw a pocket book which closed with a silver clasp 
with Ruston's name on it, in which was a round piece of which looked like 
‘the stained glads of today, but broken, when put together presents a man

R. Hannum was recorder of deeds at 
West Chester, respected by every one, and getting along as well as could 
be desired. No one seems to know why, but he left a home surrounded by 
every comfort & took his wife & children & went to the wilds of Ked kiver in 
S. W. Kentucky. de was a map of unbounded energy, a merchant, was the first 
to introduce sugar from New rleans in that section & was gone a year to 
personally attend to it. I+t°is supposed the long distance, transportation, 
slow & uncertain communication is the cause of his not going to Dr. huston's 
relief at the time when he became involved in debt & difficulties. Richard 
Hannum had raised six children.

Yenry finished a medical education and at the desire of his mother went 
to Va, to try to recover the land, his father R. Hannum, having become broken 
financially, could give him but little assistance. He was doing what he 
could to recover the land at the time he first met Ann Hliza White returning 
from Salem, N. Carolina, where she had been at school. ‘They were married in 
1827 at Abingdon, Va. Unfortunately, on the Ruston Survey was the lead mines 
in which his wife's father, Col. James White, had $100,000 interest & we huve 
now $10,000 stock in it from him.

On Saturday lust I put up one hundred and twenty dollars and enclosed 
it ina letter by a kr. Hoach of the Tennessee Lron Vorks, 


In the evening a Mr HK Williams of this place arived from Cincinnatti 
and reported the Maryland Bank of Baltimore had broke. I was therefore 
under the necessity cf withdrawing the letter from Mr. Nouch us the prin- 
ciple part of the money was in that Bank. The Machinery of the Boat got 
out of repair which detained the Boat until net morning. I then made an 
arangement with Lieut Collins of the Army now of this place to to place in 
the W States Branch bank at Louisville Kentucky One hundred and twenty dollars 
and forward the chock to you for that amount to Kussellville, Kentucky. 
When you receive the check any merchant at ussellville, Clarksville, or 
Nashville, will give you the money for it. 


You must sign your name on the check when you transfer it.

I recd yours of July 27th but the mouent J found w greet deal of 
difficulty in making out sany of the words in COonseyuence of Lhe want 
of connection in the letters, and also the want of periods. You must 
endeavor to correct this error in your writing. 


IT am glsd to hear always from you or any of the family. You did 
not tell me how aia and our Sisters ure pleased with tiieir new residence, 
J sometimes think it probable IJ nay see you all next Gummer as Ann Eliza 
intends then visiting Virga. 1 suppose you have herd of the birth of 
our little daughter. we call. her Florence Florida. I am living in a 
Cabin of my own building, have a little farm of about 15 acres cleared. 
1d will make about enough this year from wy Larm and Practice to support 
ne, 


I have a little negro girl Mary, 2 horses, about 100 head of cattle, 
and 160 acres of land, this composes the stock of my property. If the: 
debt I ows Edwards, amounting to about $300, and $100 more was paid, I 
should now feel pretty indspendant. My Practice I think will be worth 
probably enough to support me each year. If Pa and ida would consent to 
move to this Country 1 could let them live in the house 1 now reside in 
and have the lend to cultivate 1 have cleared, with about 20 acres WOLS, 
which would be very eusily cleared. 


I would then wove into a town lately laid out about a mile below me, 
I could also let them huve 10 cows to milk every year. Bacon will cost 
here from 10 to 12 y. c per lb, flour from $74 to 9 per barrel-~corn 
this year is worth 50c per bushel--yvoods in general can be had on as 
low terms, nearly as in Kenty, I shall raise uy own hogs & eat corn 
bread gencrally, consequently buy but little either of provisions or goods. 
I am nothing in dobt here not do I intid to be. Fish of an excellent 
quality can be had at a1]l tines from the river one and a half miles from 
me, game such as Deer & Turkeys are plenty. The greatest inconvenience 
we are subjected to is the want of society, which is limited there being 
only 4 or 5 very respectable families dn the neighbourhood, 
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I would be exceedingly rejoiced indeed if Ma and the girls with 
you & Pa would consent to remove to this Country. It would be impossible 
for me to help you in moving here but I could afYord hk many conforts 
if she was here. Society is as good here as in Ned River and I think 
they could spend their time as agreeable here as there. 


A provisions store would do an excellent business in this town below 
me, If you could prevail on Fisher or some one else to send $1 or 2000 
worth here he could realise a handsome profit from them, besides puting 
you in business--or if this could not be done, you could work on the farm 
here, and mike something from that. I wish you would consult with Pa & 
fa on this subject and let me know what they say. I can very well spare 
them the place I live on and have land enough for them & me both to cul- 
tivate. Thos. & Lawny could make corn & cotton, hogs & cattle can be 
raised without feeding, either Winter or Summer, and jf Pa would vest the 
mohey he receives from Pensa, in negroes he could make money from this 
land, besides supporting his family very gentwely~-negroes hire here from 
$100 to 135 per annum. They ure employed in making sugar & cotton. 


If Pa and Ma will consent to move here (illegible) early next spring 
and assist all I can in helping them here. Pa, I think by that tine * 
could raise money enough to (illegible) my expenses there & back, and 
also have another house to go in myself. My residence is as healthy as 
it is any where in Kentucky. I have most excellent water, very convenient, 
and take it all in all I think Pa would do such better here than in Ked 
River. | 


I have been expecting a long time to see an anouncement of his ap- 
pointment to some office in the gift of Genl. Jackson, but have hitherto 
been disappointed. J suppose he has recd, none. Uncle ‘iashington I suppose 
also expected some office. I have seen no appointment for him, 

Give my love to Pa & Ma, to my sisters and Fisher if you see him, 
tell the givls I would be glad to hear from them. Charlotte used to 
write to me, but of late has declined to all together. 


I wrote to Ma in June last, but have recd. no answer, as yet. I 
wrote also lately to Fisher.
